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United  Kingdom  Baptist  Letter.

Baptists  are  still  discussing  the  great 
events  of  the  late  meeting  of  the  Baptist 
Union.  As  with  the  Cougregationaluta, 
great  attention  was  paid  to  the  questiou  of 
the  ministry  and  its  sustentation. 

In  his  address  at  the  meeting  at  the  Bap- 
tist Assembly  at  the  Bloomsbury  Central 
Church,  the  Key.  J.  11.  Shakespeare,  the  sec- 
retary of  the  Ufiion,  said  that  thirty-live  per 
cent  of  the  Baptist  Union  pastors  who  had 
been  in  their  iphercg  twelve  months  were 
definitely  seeking  a change.  Beyond  that 
there  were  one  hundred  and  sixty  ministers 
who  Were  unemployed  and  had  no  visible 
means  of  subsistence. 

These  startling  facts,  coupled  with  the 
others  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  churches  but  a decrease  of  six  thou- 
sand in  membership  gave  the  assembly  great 
food  for  thought,  and  as  we  have  said,  has 
led  to  a great  discussion  upon  the  proposals 
to  remedy  these  things.  Practically  all  the 
great  British  churches  of  the  present  time 
are  devoting  their  attention  to  the  vocation 
of  the  Christijan  ministers,  it  being  recog- 
nized that  serious  questions  have  arisen 
which  call  for  immediate  settlement. 

As  is  now  old  news,  the  Congregational* 
ists  are  raisinjg  a fund  for  a million  and  a 
quarter  dollars  to  put  matters  straight  in 
their  own  church  and  the  Baptists  on  their 
side  hope  to  carry  a scheme  through  where- 
by is  provided  a minimum  stipend  for  each 
minister,  the  scale  for  the  unmarried  being 
from  five  hundred  to  six  hundred  dollars 
and  for  the  married  from  six  hundred  to 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

To  do  this  means  the  inauguration  of  cer- 
tain  plans  whereby  perhaps  the  partial  con- 
nexionalising  of  the  denomination  w:ll  be 
affected,  but  far  seeing  Baptists  are  not 
frightened  at  this. 

It  is  widely  recognized,  as  Dr.  John  Clif- 
ford says,  tha(t  Baptists  have  no  lack  of  men 
for  the  ministry,  the  trouble  being  in  part 
rather  that  we  have  not  positions  for  all  the 
men  who  have  been  trained.  The  need  to 
be  met  is  that  of  money  and  of  the  machin- 
ery for  using  it  without  imperiling  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  church  constitution.  These  it 
is  that  the  associations  will  be  facing  in 
June  when  they  consider  the  scheme  sent 
on  to  them  from  the  spring  sewcon  of  the 
Baptist  Union.  No  matter  what  the  cause 
is  there  seems  no  doubt  that  through  all 
the  free  churches  there  is  a great  drawing 
together  of  Christians,  and  ft  is  becoming 
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recognized  that  no  Ciiurch  need  give  up  u« 
autonomy  or  its  testimony  to  the  value  ui 
autonomous  church  life  sOouul  tneir  sym- 
pa  lines  with  the  church  catholic  be  widened 
and  deepened. 

As  s result  of  much  of  the  discussion  it  u 
urged  tii at  over-conceutraliou  ot  sUeuliou 
ou  tonus  of  enurvb  government  is  neither 
good  for  Episcopalians,  Presbyterians,  Con- 
gregatiuualista,  Baptists  nor  Methodists,  and 
it  is  felt  that  the  twentieth  century  will  as- 
suredly see  s marked  diminution  ot  “de- 
uouuuationaiism, ' ’ all  churches  learning 
something  from  one  another. 

The  Rev.  J.  11.  Shakespeare,  M.  A.,  puts 
all  this  into  a erystaiued  form  wheu  he 
points  out  that  it  is  very  sigultioaut  that 
doth  the  Baptist  and  the  Lougregaliouai  Un- 
ions should  have  made  chief  busmens  of 
their  recent  spring  asaem  biles  an  elaborated 
scheme  relating  to  the  ministerial  problem, 
this  being  the  central  nucleus  that  has  led  to 
the  perception  of  the  wider  problem  and  to 
proposals  for  its  solution. 

In  the  discussion  between  leading  Bap- 
t sis  many  fervent  out-pourmgs  have  been 
produced.  Those  Baptists  who  fear  that 
harm  will  result  to  the  denomination  should 
the  scheme  go  through,  require  to  oe  shown 
that  in  the  first  place  the  scheme  is  practi- 
cable, and  secondly,  it  does  not  carry  within 
it  the  danger  of  dividing  the  denomination 
into  two  sections,  one  that  we  mignt  call 
eonnexional  and  one  congregational,  both 
being  feebler  from  the  separation.  Again 
the  opponents  of  the  scheme,  or  perhaps  wc 
should  say,  the  critics,  ask  what  likelihood 
there  is  that  the  churches  needing  aid  wll 
eceept  the  control  suggested  by  the  scheme 
and  if  the  churches  above  the  financial  di- 
viding line  would  really  take  on  the  burden 
of  raising  the  necessary  extra  amount  re- 
quired for  the  maintenance  of  churches  be- 
low the,  shall  we  say,  “poverty”  line.  Those 
who  are  strongly  in  favor  of  the  new  move 
are  convinced  that  the  present  scheme  with 
the  sustentation,  which  ia  an  integral  part 
of  it,  will  go  a long  way  towards  the  meet- 
ing of  present  day  pressing  needs  with  as 
little  interference  with  the  independence  of 
the  churchea  as  possible. 

The  scheme  if  rightly  designated  a fed- 
eration on  the  lines  of  a voluntary  union, 
snd  if  a proper  understanding  is  read  into 
the  word*  “voluntary  union,"  they  ask 
where  will  congregational  independence 
suffer. 

Mr.  Shakespeare  himself  has  very  clear 
ideas  upon  the  whole  question.  He  points 
oat  definitely  that  he  is  not  a Connexional- 
ist  and  that  he  believes  that  the  eongrega-. 
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lioual  system  luw  with  lUelt  the  power  to 
vope  wiui  Hi  use  evils  wnicU  necessarily  arse 
iu  the  working  out  ot  any  bumtu  system, 
lie  accepts  as  tils  deUuiliup  ot  Uougrcga- 
tiouaismi  the  one  which  declares  Uial  uie 
t burch  is  a society  founded  by  Christ  Him 
seii  in  which  liie  will  of  Christ  is  the  su- 
preme authority  and  in  which  all  its  mem- 
bers are  responsible  to  liuu  tor  umimaiuiug 
His  authority. 

lie  denies  that  the  terms  " cougn-ga liou- 
al" and  "independent"  are  necessarily  ay- 
non uuiuui  ss  absolute  independence  would 
be  averse  even  to  the  loosest  kiud  of  federa- 
tion, association,  or  union,  and  what  is  more, 
he  declares  it  would  he  contrary  to  the  New 
Testament,  lie  declares  that  the  scheme  in 
no  way  traverses  the  government  of  auy 
particular  church  by  the  i^otnb.  iw  .of  that 
church,  and  that  it  is  not  contrary  to  self- 
government  for  any  aided  church  to  call  it* 
pastor  in  conjunction  with  the  county  asso- 
ciation. 

The  Kev.  John  II.  Shakespeare,  M.  A., 
( London;,  the  secretary  of  the  Bapt  si  Un- 
ion of  lireat  Britain  and  Ireland  ames  1898, 
wan  boru  at  Malton  in  Yorkahire  in  18i7 
and  was  educated  at  University  College,  Lon- 
don and  the  Regent’s  1'ark  Baptist  College, 
taking  his  B.  A.  (honors!  in  1881  and  h» 
M.  A.  degree  a year  after,  becoming  m 1883 
the  minister  of  8t.  Mary’s  Baptist  Church, 
Norwich,  remaning  there  for  nrtcen  years. 
Hi  is  the  editor  of  the  "Baptist  Times  and 
Freeman"  and  the  author  of  an  excellent 
hook  «n  Baptists  and  Congregational ist 
pioneers. 

All  Bsptists  of  course  rightly  fesr  the 
great  evils  of  centralization  and  all  are 
thorough  helievera  in  the  congregational 
system,  and  are  convinced  the  strength 
which  has  characterized  the  Bapfst  Church 
is  due  largely  to  the  spirit  of  independence 
and  tHe  power  to  manage  their  own  affair* 
Any  scheme,  therefore,  of  ministerial  settle- 
ment snd  sustentation  which  would  trana 
gresa  these  principles  is  doomed  to  failure 
That  the  council  of  the  Baptist  U’n'on  is 
keenly  alive,  not  only  to  neeesaities.  but  to 
dangers,  is  showti  by  the  fact  that  the  Jan- 
uary scheme  was  withdrawn  in  favor  of  the 
April  one.  This  proves  that  the  eouncTs 
desire  is  not  to  press  forward  any  particular 
scheme,  but  to  meet  the  great  need  of  the 
denomination  and  that  it  would  lie  guided 
by  the  voice  of  the  churchea 

The  great  labor  of  the  secretary  of  the 
Un'on  in  dealing  with  this  important  ques- 
tion, bit  readiness  to  listen  to  snd  consider 
the  most  divergent  views,  to  discard  this  snd

Reform  theiuj  as  much  as  you  may.  That 
can  t give  them  life,  it  is  like  wasning  the 
dead  man.  instead  of  washing  him,  if  you 
could  put  life  ifito  him,  he  would  get  up  and 
wash  hunself.  That  is  what  regeneration  is, 
and  that  is  wh^t  it  always  does.  None  can 
regenerate  but.  Jesus  Christ  only;  but  the 
regeneration  lie  works  in  us  always  pro- 
duces reformation  in  our  outward  lives.  But 
no  sort  of  reformation  can  give  birth  to  re- 
generation. Men  are  no  more  self-born  the 
second  time  thfcn  they  arc  self-born  the  first 
time.

And  this  is;another  way  of  saying  that 
Jesus  Christ  oply  can  save  men  from  their 
sins.  He  Uiigself  affirms  that  He  is  the 
Way,  the  Trut|i  and  the  Life.

1  reabytenan  doctrines.  And  the  “Twenty- 
five  Articles  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Chnreh”  is  the  creed  of  the  Methodists;  bnt 
what  these  twenty-five  articles  stand  for, 
separately  considered,  are  Methodist  doc- 
trines. Now,  the  main  difference  between 
the  Baptists  and  all  other  denominations — 
the  difference  about  which  all  the  other  dif- 
ferences gather—  is.  Baptists  have  but  one 
doctrine.  That  is  why  they  have  no  fixed 
creed.’'  It  takes  summarized  doctrines 
to  constitute  a creed,  and  the  Baptists 
haven’t  doctrines— but  a doctrine.  And 
what  ia  Baptist  doetriaet  It  is  a system  of 
truths  ,of  which  system,  the  Christ  of  the 
Bible  is  not  only  central,  but  essential  and 
supreme.  Baptist  doctrine  is,  indeed,  ehris- 
toeentric.  If  it  were  a wheel,  and  every 
spoke  in  that  wheel  were  some  one  of  the 
system  of  truths  constituting  our  faith,  then 
Christ  would  be  the  hub  and  ever)  spoke 
would  have  an  inseparable  connection  with 
Him  Take  away  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  so 
that  we  cannot  know  where  yon  have  laid 
Him.  and,  as  Baptists,  we  have  no  doctrine 
left  that  is  worth  our  while.  There  is  but 
one  really  correct  Baptist  credal  statement, 
and  that  can  be  expressed  in  three  words: 
“Jesus  Christ  Only.” 

Thus  we  are,  and  always  have  been,  a 
creedleas  people.  But  centering  in  Jesus 
Christ  are  certain  truths-  some  of  which 
are  no  longer  the  exclusive  belief  of  the 
Baptists — but  truths  for  which  they  stood 
before  there  were  any  Protestant  denomi- 
nations, or  even  PedobaptMts.  and  of  which 
they  are  loday  the  best  exponent: 

1st  The  Lost  Condition  of  Man. 

The  ( hrist  Himself  said  that  He  came  to 
seek  the  lost.  Whatever  He  meant  by  that 
word  lost,  it  applies  to  all  men  and  wor> 
en  in  a state  of  nature.  Spelled  out  full  it 
means  the  depraved  state  of  the  human 
heart  And  Bapt’sts  aeecpt  it  without  par- 
ing it  down.  They  contend  that  men  and 
women  are  lost  by  nature— lost  in  Adam; 
and  that  when  they  arc  oom  they  need  a 
Savior  before  they  need  clothes  to  wear.

Baptists  stand  alone  in  maintaining  that 
the  new  birth  is  entirely  the  work  of  God, 
without  the  intermediary  effort  of  pope, 
priest,  or  any  such  thing  denying  in  no  un- 
certain terms  that  even  the  sprinkling  of  a 
little  water  on  a baby's  head  helps  God  out 
any  in  the  great  work  of  Ilis  regeneration.

mqst  be  faithfulness  in  getting  as  well  as 
roddering.  There  must  be  wisdom  in  ren- 
dering as  well  as  in  getting. 

The  proprietorship  of  God  is  the  funda- 
mental principle  of  the  Bible  stewardship. 
“No  man  liveth  unto  himself.”  Laymen 
haye  been  too  willing  to  compromise  their 
work.  We  stand  on  the  margin  of  a new 
era- — one  where  men  and  women  are  to  see 
their  duty  more  clearly.  The  death-dealing 
debris  of  covetousness  is  being  removed. 
To  accomplish  this  there  must  be  honest 
faithful  and  thorough  work.  There  must 
be  developed  a missionary  spirit.  All  good 
men  arc  not  missionaries  in  spirit. 

Secretary  B.  D.  Gray,  of  Atlanta  spoke 
on  “America  as  a Force  and  a Field.”  Dr. 
Gray  said  he  felt  out  of  place  as  the  other 
speakers  were  laymen.  He  said  “I  foel  as  if 
I am  between  a Gladstone  on  one  aide  and  a 
Cicero  on  the  other.”  The  South  will  be  a 
force  in  proportion  as  we  make  it  a field. 
A field  cannot  be  made  a force  until  yon 
consider  it  a place  of  development.  The 
day  of  opportunity  has  come. 

Wc  never  had  such  a view  of  this  world’s 
affairs  ss  we  have  at  the  present  time.  We 
have  become  a world's  recognized  power  in 
s decade.  If  wc  can  display  onr  forces,  the 
kingdom  will  come  in  an  accelerated  way. 
It  it  only  a question  of  getting  onr  forces 
together.  He  challenged  the  laymen,  ac- 
cording to  their  wealth,  to  do  as  well  as  the 
preachers.  Our  wealth  must  be  consecrated 
to  God. 

Hon.  E.  W.  Stephens,  of  Missouri,  was  the 
next  speaker.  His  subject  was  “Christian- 
ity as  an  Investment.”  He  said: 

“The  obligations  of  Bible  stewardship  are 
faithfulness  and  wisdom.

union  meetings  On  the  ot hr f hand  there 
is  no  donbt,  in  my  mind  that  much  good 
has  grown  out  of  union  meetings  where 
properly  eondneted,  but  that  is  no  reason 
why  we  should  have  only  union  meetings. 
There  are  many  reasons  why  each  church 
should  frequently  have  a series  of  revival 
meetings,  in  which  we  should  preach  not 
only  the  plsn  of  salvation  but  the  ordinances 
„ as  well.  This  should  he  done  in  the  spirit 
of  our  Master,  and  for  the  glory  of  God.  It 
is  to  ba  deplored  that  some  of  onr  churches 
will  go  into  a so-called  union  meeting  with- 
out any  agreement  as  to  what  shall  be 
taught  and  in  many  instances  wlthont  any 
knowledge  of  whst  the  preacher  believes 
and  teaches. 

Some  of  these  meetings  are  run  on  senti- 
mentality, with  very  little  in  general  and 
nothing  in  particular  taught.  In  others, 
the  church  was  sinners  are  taught  to  quit  the^r  meanness, 
get  good,  di«  good  and  go  to  heaven.  In 
other  words  they  sre  taught  that  they  are 
to  be  saved  by  obedience  to  law,  or  by  their 
good  works.  If  salvation  is  of  works,  either 
of  faith,  six  first,  midst  or  last,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  it  is  not  of  grace.  If  people  are  saved 
by  sentimentalism,  or  by  what  they  do  then 
I know  nothing  of  the  gospel.

It  was  an  announcement  which  brought 
to  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semin- 
ary  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  on  condition 
that  $*0,000.00  additional  be  raised  by  the 
Baptist  Sunday  Schools  of  the  South  to  en- 
dow n Chair  on  the  Sunday  School,  to  he 
known  as  the  Basil  Manly,  Jr..  Chair  on  the 
Sunday  School. 

The  Sunday  Schools  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Lynchburg,  V*.,  of  the  Citadel 
Square  Baptist  Church.  Charleston,  S.  C, 
and  the  Broadway  Baptist  Chureh,  Iioum- 
ville,  Ky..  hare  each  pledged  $50000  to- 
ward the  $40,000.00.  The  Sunday  School 
Board  will  make  payment  to  tne  Seminary 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  every  two  dol- 
lar* paid  in  by  the  schools  unt’l  the  total 
amount  is  raised.  All  the  field  repr-oenta- 
tives  of  the  Seminary  will  prevent  this  mat- 
ter to  the  churches,  and  Rev.  T.  J.  Watt*.  of 
New  Liberty.  Ky,  who  has  recently  closed 
nn  agreement  to  enter  into  the  service  of 
the  Seminary,  will  have  specially  m hand 
this  effort  to  enlist  the  Sunday  Schools  ’n 
the  Jubilee  endowment  campaign  of  the 
Seminary.  Mr.  Watt*  wil)  confine  hi.  ef- 
fort* for  the  present  to  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  but  will  write  article,  regarding 
the  movement  to  the  denominational  papers, 
and  in  other  ways  seek  to  foster  interest  m 

it. 

A*  is  generally  known,  an  effort  i*  now 
being  made  to  raise  $600,000  additional  en- 
dowment for  the  Seminary.  This  offer  of 
tha  Sunday  School  Board  looks  to  the  en- 
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d«w incut  of  a s|iecial  eka’r  on  the  Sunday 
School  by  the  Sunday  Schools.  It  m earn- 
estly desired  that  as  much  as  poasihle  of 
this  money  he  raised  in  cash,  or  in  *ubaeri|*- 
t ions  payable  within  one  year.  In  rases 
where  this  cannot  be  done,  of  course  the 
annual  payment  plan  can  be  adopted,  and 
note*  given  in  the  name  of  th.*  Sunday 
School,  siged  by  the  Superintendent.  The 
Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  will  keep  a spe- 
cial account  with  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
South,  giving  credit  for  all  remittance*  un- 
til the  total  amount  ia  raised.  All  remit- 
tances should  he  addressed  to  the  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  Louiaville,  Ky,  an  3 
designated  for  the  Sunday  School  Chair,  in 
order  to  be  properly  entered.  It  is  hoped 
by  the  Seminary  management  that  the  field 
secretaries  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  will 
lend  their  sympathy  and  eo-operation  in  the 
raising  of  this  sum.

Helpful  Ideas  Por  the  Home. 

The  common  use  of  paper  about 
a house  is  sanitary,  and  a great 
saver  of  labor.  On  sweeping  days, 
wring  several  paper*  out  of  hot 
wster,  then  tear  in  little  pieces 
and  scatter  over  the  carpet,  and 
no  dust  will  rise  when  sweeping, 
and  the  carpet  will  be  left  fresh 
and  bright.  There  » nothing  better 
than  soft  pa|>er  to  impart  the 
final  polish  to  windows  and  mir- 
mws.  A pad  of  newspapers  is  a 
great  protection  to  the  mattress 
in  the  sick  room.  These  may  be 
covered  with  a piece  of  old  soft 
comfort  or  blanket!  or  old  aoft 
sheets  will  be  better  if  it  will  be 
necessary  to  wash  them  often.  It 
is  a good  plan  to  keep  a small 
whiak  btootn  hanging  in  a conven- 
ient place  and  hrtiah  the  bed  and 
mattress  off  every  two  or  three 
| lays  and  you  will  never  be  bother 
ed  with  dusty  beds.  Corrosive 
lublimate,  half  an  ounce,  dissolv- 
ed in  a pint  of  wood  alcohol,  is 
sure  death  to  bugs,  especially 
I those  that  are  often  fouud  on  beds 
during  the  summer  months.

of  ammonia,  turpentine  and  al- 
cohol in  the  house;  also  one  of 
purified  oxgall  to  use  w the  laun- 
dry. A little  turpentine  in  soft 
water  will  aet  the  color  in  cotton 
fabrics  and  the  pretty  gingham 
m l p<  real  dresses  can  be  kept 
fresh  and  new  looking  by  stirring 
■nough  pearline  in  warm  soft  wa- 
| ter  to  make  a strong  lather  and 
{then  washing  the  garments  quick- 
ly through  the  suds,  and  the  all 
white  waista  and  dresses  are  made 
a beautiful  white  with  very  little 
rubbing  by  putting  them  to  soak 
in  the  stida  and  thin  washing  and 
drying  in  the  sunshine.  A few 
i drops  of  ammonia  is  good  to  sof- 
j ten  the  water,  and  alcohol  will  re- 
move grass  stains  if  they  are  first 
| nibbed  with  lard,  and  oxgall  ia 
' use  ! for  setting  the  most  del’cate 
; colors  in  cotton  fabrics.  To  clean 
plaster  of  Paris,  mix  a small  cup- 
ful of  whitening  with  hot  water, 
then  with  a small  finish,  paint 
the  east  all  over  with  the  mixture 
and  it  will  look  like  new.

there  is  to  be  foqnd  in  many 
places  in  our  State*  spirit  of  law- 
lessness, either  opyn  defiance  of 
law  or  a tack  of  riverence  for  its 
majeay.  Many  lawn  in  fact  are 
violated  with  impunity.  The 
more  serious  infractions  oi  the 
law  or  a lack  of  reverence  lor  ita 
Homicidal  mania  is  rampant.  Our 
legislators  have  mide  for  us  wise 
laws  in  the  effort  to  protect  and 
preserve  people  f*0im  the  crimes 
and  debauch  manhood  and  im- 
poverish and  destroy  homes.  It 
remains  for  the  pitriot’e  citizens 
of  our  commonwealth  to  see  that 
these  laws  are  enforced  and  the 
infractor  punisheej. 

The  Law  Enforcement  League 
was  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  aid  and  encouragement  to 
officers  of  the  law  in  the  discov- 
ery and  punishment  of  crime,  es- 
pecially those  which  baffle  ordi- 
nary vigilance  of  peace  officers, 
and  for  the  further  purpose  ol 
arousing  in  every  jaitizen  a mor. 
intelligent  interest:  and  a deepet 
tense  of  responsibility  in  uphold- 
■ng  the  laws  of  hig  State.  While 
(he  League  will  not  its  ef- 

forts to  any  one  form  of  crime, 
the  prevention  of  [the  illicit  sale 
of  liquor  calls  fog  especial  and 
unremitting  Vigilance.  Despite 
th»  enactment  by  the  legislature 
of  statutory  prohibition  the  fight 
is  not  ended.  The  liquor  sellers 
will  do  everything  they  can  to 
discredit  prohibition  and  destroy 
public  sentiment  both  for  the  law 
and  its  enforcement. 

This  league  stands  for  agitation, 
legislation,  and  law  enforcement, 
It  ia  practically  tf»e  same  thing 
as  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  alter 
which  it  is  modeled.
